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Continuation q^5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection is still deemed to be valid. The 
applicant argues that the liquid crystal retarder embodiment does not provide a plurality of first area cells and second area cells. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. As described in column 5,lines 27-41 and fig. 6, Franklin et al. does disclose a liquid crystal 
embodiment with a plurality of first (34) and second (36)area cells which correspond to the plurality of areas (24 and 26) of retarder (22) 
in fig. 1. Further, applicant argues that because transparent substrate (62) is within the retarder layer (22) it cannot be considered M on the 
transparent layer." The examiner respecfully disagrees. Firstly, in the broadest interpretation of the word "on" something may be within 
something else and still considered on it (e.g. on the bus). Secondly the components in fig. 3 which actually provide the retardance in 
retarder (22) are the liquid crystal (64) and the transparent electrodes (52 and 56) which are all located directly on transparent substrates 
(62 or 60) . 
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
